J a n e iro —A P an ic E xpected 
in Coffee. 


GUNS AULUS ON CI V IL S E R VICE. 


Rio d e J a n e i r o , Nov. 16.—A revolu­ 
tion has broken out here, and Baron Fo- 
darius, the minister of marine, has been 
killed. 
Ever since Dom Pedro emancipa­ 
ted the slaves an agitation against the im­ 
perial family has been going on in this 
country. 
Only a short time ago the Em­ 
peror proposed that a plebiscite should be 
taken, and expressed his willingness to 
abdicate if the people voted in favor of a 
republic. 
The revolution was started among the 
troops quartered here, who were out in 
large force this morning, and demanded 
the resignation of the ministry. 
Baron 
Fedarius happened to be in the palace at 
the time. 
He went out to try to pacify 
the sola ie rs, and was shot down in the 
courtyard. 
The ministry has resigned 
and there is the wildest excitement here. 
One of c u rv e y worthy citizen, who S ^ ^ c o n t r o l 
heard the lecture did cot like the unkind 
reference D r. Ganeaulus made in refer­ 
ence to Grover Cleveland and Bat j amin 
Harrison and civil service. Our friend 
must understand that the idea of oivil 
service suggested by Dr. Gansiulua is 
that largely entertained by men who_do 
not stady the practical side of politics. 
To be sure there are some objectionable 
features in our oivil service system, but 
there are so much in it to commend that 
it is not wisdom co sneer at presidents 
or ex-presidents in a popular lecture, 
for not carrying out a plan of civil ser­ 
vice which suits the peculiar ideas of 
a certain class of men. 
It is true no doubt that there are some 
faults’in dispensing’^citral patronage j ast 
as.there are some faults in dispensing the 
gospel, but in both cases the good far j 
out-balances the bad. 
The American systemic! civil service 
is a peculiar institution. It is thorough­ 
ly American in its spirit, and with all its 
faults nothing bas been discovered in 
any other country which is any better. 
The character of oivil service should be 
measured by the kind of work it dees. 
Where on earth is a oonntry whose gov­ 
ernmental machinery runs with less trio* 
tion than that of the United States? 
Where in all the world is there found 
greater skill displayed in the management 
of the enormous financial transactions, or 
in supervising a vast postal service,than in 
this oonntry ? The changes made in pub­ 
lic offices do not in the least disturb the 
running of the government.

The suggestion that 
it might become necessary to send a reg­ 
iment of dragoons to compel an observ­ 
ance of law ‘over the Rhine’ (ae we are 
accustomed to call that pert of Cincin­ 
nati north of Canal street) was, while 
ro t so intended, exasperating and inten­ 
sified the indignation which bad been 
aroused by other causes. 
In the seoond place Major Butter 
worth makes some very grave charges 
which had already appeared in print be­ 
fore be made the public utterance with 
which Governor Forager and a few other 
iepnblicaus find fault, and are in sub­ 
stance these: There were more repub­ 
lican speakers in the Ohio campaign 
than ever before known in a state can­ 
vass. There was a deep prejudice against 
a third term , which Foraker demanded. 
There was a fixed and determined hos­ 
tility to the arbitrary methods and ma­ 
chine politics of the machine of which 
the governor was the head. 
For instance, we have had for about 
two years within the republican party in 
Ohio, a secret political organization, the 
members of which were united by an 
oath compared to which the obligation 
that held together the robbers of the 
Rhine was a mild form of pledge. This 
organization became known to the out- 
eido world as the ‘The Stranglers.’ Their 
mission was to control conventions and

London, Nov. 16.—Dispatches from Rio 
ie Janeiro aro to the offeet that the mon­ 
archy has been overthrown an i a provis­ 
ional government established. 
The revo­ 
lution was easily accomplished. 
The vast 
majority of the people were in favor of 
it, and the Emperor was not disposed to 
make serious resistance. 
The members of 
the imperial family had openly declared 
their willingness to accept the change 
when the people declared for it. 
A later dispatch states that among the 
members of the new government are Senors 
Dr. Fonseca and Benjamin Constant. 


Tho Nows in New Y ork. 
N e w Y ork, N ov. 16.—A cablegram has 
been received here by Messrs. Charles R. 
Flint & Co., dated Rio de Janeiro, which 
states that a revolution has broken out 
there, with the object of forming a re­ 
public, and that the ministry has resigned. 
A dispatch received by Messrs. Hard & 
Rand from Rio de Janeiro reads: 
“ A 
revolution has 
broken out bere. 
The 
Brazilian army is in control. Tho ministry 
has resigned, and one minister has been 
shot. 
An attempt is being made to estab­ 
lish a republic.” 
Messrs. Arbuckle Brothers received a 
dispatch similarly worded, 
as did also 
Messrs. J. J. O’Donohue & Sons. 
These 
dispatches were all dated Rio de Janeiro, 
and were received about 4 p. rn., just af­ 
ter the coffee exchange had closed. 
The 
report came like a clap of thunder to the 
coffee dealers throughout the city who were 
made acquainted with the news, and if 
confirmation is received is likely to l*e pro­ 
ductive of a serious panic on the exchange. 
Several of the larger coffee dealers have 
been seen. 
While the burden of their con­ 
versation was of a hopeful character, tney 
showed unmistakable signs of great uneas­ 
iness. 
“ This is the first intimation we have had 
of any trouble of any kind in Brazil for a 
year,” said Mr. J. J. O’Donahue when 
Been. 
“ We 
received 
information 
about a year ago from Brazil of a rumored 
uprising of the slaves in various parts of 
that country, but nothing more was ever 
heard of it and since then the news from 
Rio de Janeiro has been of a most cheerful 
character. 
Money on the Brazilian ex­ 
change has been at par for more than a 
year past, something that had hardly been 
known in the history of the country.” 
The coffee-exchange closed with coffee 
strong at 15.46c bid, only a few moments 
before the above dispatches were received. 
The new coffee crop in Brazil is almost 
ready to be harvested and the supply on 
the market here is consequently limited. 
If a revolution has broken out and the 
ports of Rio de Janeiro and Santos aro 
blockaded 75 per cent of the coffee supply 
of this country will be cut off. 
This will be productive of very serious 
consequences 
throughout 
the country. 
When a confirmation or the report is re­ 
ceived at the exchange there is likely to be 
an unheard-of scene on the floor. 
The blockading of Brazilian ports a t­ 
tending a revolution in that 
country 
would also result in the cutting off of 
more than three-fourths of the India rub­ 
ber supply and compel the shutting down 
of nearly all the immense rubber goods 
manufacturing concerns in the United 
States, as the supply on hand at present is 
not sufficient to last two weeks.

W a s h i n g t o n , Nov. 16-—A cablegram 
from Rio de Janeiro announcing that a 
revolution had broken out in Brazil was 
taken to the State Department by a press 
representative. 
Secretary Blaine was not 
in, but Walker Blaine spoke for him. 
He 
said: 
“ Yes, father received a telegram this 
afternoon from Consul General Dockery 
at Rio de Janeiro of the same import. 
It 
is stated that a revolution had occurred, 
that the Brazilian minister of marine had 
been killed and that the army was in con­ 
trol. 
It did not, however, state that the 
revolution was caused by a desire to form 
a republic or that the imperial ministry 
had resigned, but from private advices re­ 
ceived via New York, the report that the 
aim of the revolutionists was to establish a 
republic has been confirmed.” 
The reporter also called at the Brazilian 
legation, but tne Brazilian minister de­ 
clined to be interviewed. 
The cablegram 
announcing the breaking out of the revo­ 
lution was shown him, and after reading 
it he stated that his advices were to the 
effect that a revolution had occurred, but 
he had had no particulars. 
Dr. Valenti, secretary of the Brazilian 
Legation, was seen later. 
He stated 
frankly that the minister had received no 
official advices from Brazil, but had pri­ 
vate advices from New York on the sub­ 
ject, but not differing from the press 
cablegram. 
The minister was very much 
surprised at the statements, because his 
latest advices were all of a peaceful na­ 
ture.

success of the ministry were it not for the 
other statement I that the ministry had 
resigned. 
They both anxiously await full 
particulars.

IG.—In his anrfhal 
report to the Secretary of W ar, ju st made 
public, Maj. Gen. Schofield, commanding 
the army, treats at considerable length of 
the subject of desertions. 
He says th at it 
is the ordinary labor and routine of taili- 
tary duties which inspire men w ith dis­ 
content, and that this, the principal cause 
of desertions, can not be removed. 
But 
the evil can be remedied to a certain ex­ 
tent by greater care in the selection of re­ 
cruits and by perm itting soldiers a dis­ 
charge upon their own application in­ 
stead of attem pting to hold them by an 
iron-clad contract for five years. 
Th# 
report continues as follows: 
4‘After all possible has been done to re ­ 
move reasonable excuses for desertion, it 
still remains true that the moans now 
provided for the arrest and punishment of 
deserters ara wholly inadequate. 
Only 
one In five is ever captured. 
This is not 
sufficient to deter men from committing tho 
crime. 
The remedy is to authorize civil 
officers to arrest deserters and increase the 
rew ard so as to compensate them for 
their services. 
There is no need to in­ 
crease the penalty for desertion, 
but to 
make some penalty a t least probable, 
which it is not now. ’ *

Tbe 
brief biographical sketch has appeared 
several times in print, and is worth re­ 
peating here. “ The lecture reviews the 
history of th6 middle of the 15th century 
and involves the great persons of this 
era in their renaissance. 
Macohinvelli 
was 
the 
crafty 
politician, Lorenzo 
De Medici was tbe splendid ruler, 
Michael 
Angelo, 
Leonardo 
and 
Raphael wore the greatest names of art. 
F®trarob and Dante were the shining 
lights of literature. Christopher Colum­ 
bus was about to discover America, and 
the forces of tbe reformation had already 
won their first victories. Savonarola 
just es these, in their departments of 
life, incarnated tbe new energies as 
preacher, statesman and saint. His boy­ 
hood was passed where he felt the out­ 
rage of the system of personal govern­ 
ment which oppressed all, and he soon 
found himself in his father’s family 
protesting against the institution and 
methods of contemporary state-craft. 
He took to tbe churoh as the only haven 
of rest for 
his unquiet 
soul. 
He 
wandered by the river Po with great 
dreams of God and man in his soul. He 
fell in love and was refused the hand of 
a daughter of the exiled Btrczzi. He 
betook himself to a benedictine mones- 
tery, leaving a tender letter to his pa­ 
rents, which (hey found on their return 
from a ducal festival. His career in this 
monastery pointed bim out as a scholar 
and saint of indomitable courage and 
industry.* 
He studied 
aud taught 
Aristotle and St. Toomas the Acquinas. 
He began to preach in Ferrara. He was 
awkward, homely and had an un­ 
pleasant voice and was not greatly suc­ 
cessful . He had not seemed to wake as 
yet the possibilities before him and the 
greatness of the truth he was to speak, 
He was sent to France, and in spite of 
the glorious surroundings, seemed to 
miss the great opportunity of his life. 
On his way back to Ferrara he seems to 
have found his true self. His preaching 
became a flame of fire and wherever be 
preached he kindled a blaze of enthusi­ 
asm. He wrote poetry, and the reformer 
was born in his breast. Then it was that 
Picodella 
Mirandola, 
the 
intel­ 
lectual 
pnme minister of Lorenzo, 
heard him and persuaded bis master 
to invite him to Florence. He came to 
Florence the second time with a far dif­ 
ferent conception of bis work and in spite 
of his elegant surroundings attacked the 
baseness, fraud and sin of his time. He 
was now a great orator and made Loren­ 
zo’s throne tremble. In many ways Lor­ 
enzo sought to obtain control of him, 
but failed in all, until at last he sought 
his very life. Every effort to circum­ 
vent the influence of tbe preacher failed 
aud at last the memorable scene at Lor­ 
enzo's death-bed with Savonarola oc­ 
curred . After Lorenzo’s death bis son 
failed in the government of Florence 
and Savonarola took bold 
at 
the 
time when Florence was in a panic 
and Obarles of France .was approaching 
her gates. Through tbe preacher’*) in­ 
fluence the king entered without a drop 
of blood beinglshed, and finally left the 
city. 
The Savonarola’s power as a 
statesman manifested itself. He founded 
educational institutions, arranged sys­ 
tems of taxation, equalized the burdens 
of government and founded a republic. 
But the pope of Rome had not escaped 
the preacher’s criticism and the republic 
which the preacher had founded was 
hateful to bim. By this time. Florence 
had grown tired of Savonarola’s right­ 
eous government and the pope had little 
difficulty in terminating his career. Af­ 
ter many efforts to silence him he was 
burned in the market plaoe. He was 
forerunner of Oliver Cromwell 
and 
George Washington and must be con­ 
sidered as one of the brightest stars in 
the history of humanity,” 
The soene last night at the Congrega­ 
tional church marks anew era for Janes­ 
ville.

the local grange at Santa Rosa, and 
made the following speech, the same be­ 
ing published in the Santa Rosa Demo­ 
crat of the loth, from which paper tbe 
Gazette oopies: 
“ Tho presence of S. C. Can, Worthy 
Master of tbe Wisconsin State Grange, 
gave to the semi-monthly meeting of the 
Santa Rosa Grange, held Saturday, an 
unusual interest. The °psuing meeting 
at 1:30 p. rn., was quite largely attend- 
ed by the people of this city and the sur­ 
rounding country.

What the farmers of our land want is 
an equality in law. 
The grangers de­ 
mand protection for their industry in its 
every department. One of the greatest 
evils which the farmers of our land have 
to contend with is the dealing ic f i- 
tures. Go into our great grain markets, 
Chicago and Milwaukee for instance, 
and witness the hazardous gambling 
which is carried on among the biock 
brokers and their following. 
Hee bow 
they fix tbe prices of our oropa six and 
eight months before they are gathered, 
t he grangers have long condemned this 
pernicious practice, and until the law­ 
makers have been induced to give us re­ 
lief, one of the great objects of our Na­ 
tional Grange will be unattained. 
Among the various other alleged evils, 
depending upon tbe wisdom of our laws 
for their correction, in which the Na­ 
tional Grange has taken an active inter­ 
est, are tbe postal telegraph system, one 
of tbe greatest swindles in the land, the 
a 5 alteration of food, the patent laws 
which do not afford protection to tho in­ 
nocent purchaser, the inequality of tc x- 
ation, faultful tariff laws, etc. 
The granges olaim in connection with 
the tariff question, that the rights of ag­ 
riculture be respected. The speaker 
said that be could not enter upon a de­ 
tailed explanation of the tariff question, 
bat before passing tbe next subject 
touched upon lo his discourse he drew a 
few comparisons illustrative of bis opin­ 
ion of the tariff. Hides, for instance, 
are admitted without duty. 
If they 
were taxed, the farmer would receive 
two dollars more for his beef stock. The 
same principle bolds good with regard to 
the egg importations. Over sixteen mil­ 
lion dozens of eggs were admitted, free 
of duty, into this country last year from 
the lands on the otherside of the Atlan­ 
tic, thus bringing the educated hens of 
America into competition with the pau­ 
per hens of the other country. The 
speaker also referred io pointed and con­ 
cise language to the evils resulting from 
monopolies and trusts and the indepeud 
enoe of railroad corporations. 
His reference to the women of the 
grange was co less a glowing tribute to 
them and their* work tb&n to the women 
of our land. He painted the character 
of tbe sex in brilliant colors gaud placed 
them at the bead of the world’s list of 
heroes. It was through the help of a 
woman that tbe grange of our land owes 
its existence. O. H. Kelley in his his­ 
tory of the order tells us that after he 
had worked aud toiled to consummate a 
union among the farmers of the land, 
without any perceptible advance in the 
right direction, his niece, who was pre­ 
sent at a conference held by the early 
organizers, said she could see where the 
difficulty existed.

on locating the fair in Chicago, the vote 
taken by States stood:
